Firſt, The Pcople of Iſracl being ouer- 
wearied with long trauaile and tedious

row the wild Wildericfle of Arabia the 
ſtonie, tell into impaticncy, and complai- 
ned againſt God and his ſeruant loſes; 
as if God had dealt cruelly with them : as 
if Moſes maliciouſly and cunningly had 
drawne them forth of Agypr, from a 
{weet contented ſtate of life, with a purpo(e 
to plunge them intoa depth of milery ahd 
diſtrcſſe. Wherefore the people forgetting 
their no lefle gracious, then maruailous 
deliuerance from the tyrannie and thral- 
dome of Agypr,(which was no leſſegrie- 
4045 to be borne then death itſelfe). doth 
now vopbraid the Lord & Moſes their go- 
uernour with it ; miſconſ{truing the Bleſ- 
ſings of God, and accounting the greateſt 
happineſſe that euer Nation recciued,to be 
their greateſt curſe and walediion : and 
ot only ſo ; burthey grew ſo queazy-ſto- 
mackt, that they diſdained Manna the food 
of Angels ; which God, moſt miraculouſly, 
ſhowred down from heauen vpon them: 
for ſo they ſay in plain terms, N#.z 1.6. Our 
ſoule loatheth this light Bread, Which,not- 


withſtanding, at the fir/Z,they deſired moſt 
B 4 carneltly,

Exod.16. Such was the inconltancy and 
ingratitude of that people ; cucr whining, 
cucr complaining, neuer contented, 
Andin then, asina glaſſe, we may be- 
hold our ſelues, cucn to the life. When 


the light of the Goſpell of Chriſt (which, 


forlong time, had beencbeclowded with 


fogs of ſuperſtition, and darke mylts of | 


crrorand ignorance)began firſt to dawne 
to vs inthis Land ; with what general joy 
of heart was the bleſſing welcomed ? cucry 
mans mouth was filled with praiſe and 
thankefulneſle to God for it ; no leſle, 
then if they had becne delivered from the 
Egyptian ſeruitude ; nay, from the'Gulph 
of Hell. But ſee the vngratcfull murability 
and gracelefle inconſtancie of the many 


among vs, ( who can ncuer conſtantly 


affect any thing that is truely Good ; ) 
Many now adaies cither fainting onder 
the Croſſe, or growne wanton with roo 
much happineſſe and proſperitie, doe barke 
againſt H:auen, and complaine becauſe 


they are freed from Romilh tyranny : in- 


ſomuch 


carneſtly , and received moſt joyfully,

CO TS IE. at ae t,t 
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ſomuch that they open their mouthes a- 
gainſt God, and his Goſpell, his Mefengers 
and Miniſters ; as if they were the Oriet- 
nals of all che exils and curſes that cucr 
happened to this Land. They diſdaine 
and lothe the Bread of life,the true Manna, 
the Goſpell of God; it is but light meate to 
them ; = cannot relliſh it. The Garlike 
and Onions of /Zgypt, any fabulous tale 
out of the Leaden Legend,hath bettertaſte 

with thew , and edifies more to ſaluation. 

Lord lclus, lay not this finne to their charge ; 


for they know not what they doe. So much, 


briefcly, for the fault which prouoked 


their puniſbment. 
Secondly,Now follows their puniſhment, 


ver. 6. Wherefore the Lord ſent fierie Ser- 


pents among the people , lo that many of the 
people of Iſrael died.See how iuſt,how fit- 


ting and ares the puniſhment. 
isto the ſinne. As the ſ{inne increaſed by 
little and little, and (pred it felfe like the 
poiſon of Serpents, flaming vp wore and 
more, till it cameto the higheſt ; cucn an 


high contempt againſt God himlſelfe : So 
C the

the punifhment by the ſtinging of thoſe 
fiery Serpents crept, and {pred it ſelfe by 
little and little : Then (the burning heate 
of their ſting increaſing their thirſt) it 
augmented, till at laſt, wich a peſtilentiall 
flame it deuoured and conſumed the tran(- 
greflors. For as the People, like to Ser- 
pents, ſharpened their tongues, ſpirring our 
their poiſon and yenom againlt God and 
Moſes ; So God ſent Serpents that dil- 
gorged their deadly poiſon vpon them, 
that like might be puniſhed with like ; 
Pena talionis. For God in wiſedome doth 
ſo temper his puniſhmentsto the offence, 


thatalwaics there appeares ſome propor- 


tion berweene the {inne and the puniſh- 
ment. Not that any puniſhment in this 
world is ableto ſatisfic fully for any ſinne, 
whereby the infinite Maieſtie of God is of- 


tended : bur that the Temporall pu- - 


niſhment, heere, may be (as it were) an 
earneſt of erernall puniſhment other- 
where. 

Thirdly, Vpon their puniſhment (in 
the third place) followeth their Repen-

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zance, ver.7. Therefore the people came to 
Moſes, and ſaid, We haue finned : becauſe 
we haue (poken againſt the Lord and Thee : 
pray to the Lord that he will take theſe Ser- 
pents from vs, QFc. 

As plagues and puniſhments doe pur 
men in minde of their finnes : ſo finne, 
and the ſmart for finue,led them to Repen- 
trance. For as God doth receiue to mercy 
ſuch as are vnfainedly penitent and heart- 
rent for their tranſgreſſions; ſo impenitent 
and obſtinate oftenders he reſerueth for 
his iudgement of horrible vengeance in 
another World. I leauethis, becauſeT ha- 
ſten rothe remedy which God gaucthem 
vpontheir Repeatance. 

' Fourthly, verlc 8, 9. The Lord ſaid to 


Moles, Make thee a fiery Serpent,and ſet it 


rop ona pol: for a bgne, that as many as are 
bitten and ſtung,may looke -oþ on it,and line. 
So Moles made a Serpent of Braſſe, and ſet 
it op for a fiene ; and when a Serpent had 


ſtung or bitten any , he looked vþ to the bra- 


gen Serpent, and liued. 


So many as looked op to the brazen 
| hag Serpent, 
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Serpent, recouered;but ſuch as did not looke 
roþto it,died. Buras it is moſt wilcly and 
truely ſpoken by the Wiſeman, Sap. 16.7. 
He that turned towards it, was not healed by 
the thing he ſaw (ideſt, by the Braſle picce 
vpon the pole) but by thee, 0 Sauiour of all. 
For thiswe mult lay downas an vamoue- 
able ground : Tharthe Brazen Serpent, 
being a thing without life, or motion, or ſence 


in it ſelfc;had not in it ſelfe,of it own nature, - 


any power or vertue(by being only lookt 
vpon) to cure «tFually, and really to con- 
uay. hcalthto ſuch as were ſtung to death 
by fiery Serpents ; bur all the power of 
healing was in the Ordinance of God, God 
had ordained and promiſed, that whoſocucr 
(being Serpent-ſtung) ſhould looke op to 


it, ſhould be healed : Therefore ſuch as 


beleeued. that God would be as good as bis 
word, and.kcepe. his promiſe inuielable, 
they did looke vp tot, and: were healed. 
Others, that beleeued not the truth of Gods 
word, nor ſtedfaltneſſe of his promile, 
but diſtruſted him,and gave no credit vnto 
him, they did not Jooke op toit ; andth -

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fore were not healed , but dyed of the 
ſting.

This is to teach vs, that a thing which 
is once commanded, and ordained by God 
to ſuch and ſuch an end and vic, muſt not 
be valucd and prized by the outward ſhew 
it hath,which preſenteth it ſelfe to ourout- 
ward ſ{cnſcs : bo it muſ be eſtimated by the 
Decree of Gods will, who, by his (ngular 
wiſzdome , hath ordained and appointed 
ebings toour vic, as he beſt knew was moſt 
expedient for vs, Our dutic it is to do that 
which he bids and inioynes vs ; and to 
reſt perſwaded, that what hee commands, 
he doth will,and what hepromiſeth,hewill 
molt afluredly performe. 

The Cauſes why all promiſes of men 
arc not alwaies kept,I hauc obſcrucdto be 
commonly two, (viz:) cither wantof power 
and ability to performe : or waxtof will to 
bee as good as their-word : neither of 
which can be ſaid of Chriſt, For he is 
God omnipotent, potent and able to doc 
whatſocuer hee promiſeth ; And he is 
Optimus, of a good and gracious diſpoſt- 
2 tion 
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tion, williys to performe whatſocuer hee 
promiſerh. So that, as I told you, though 
the Brazen Serpent, confidered in it ſelfe, 
be but a very weakeand vnlikely meanes to 
heale ſuch as wereſtung to death by fiery 
Serpents ; yet becauſe God did ordaine ito 
that end and popes (as a Morall Inſtru- 
ment) to conuay health toall ſuchas did 
looke towards it: (Hee being able to doc 
what he will, by what meanes, how weake 
ſoeneritpleaſerh him to make choice of Þ 
therefore whoſoeuer looked towards it, 
was attually healed. 

Conſider the like to thi, in the Curſed 
water,drunke by the ſuſpeFed Wife, Num. 
5-27,2 8. If ſhee were guilty of breach of 

| wedlock ; the water,being drunk, cauſed 
her tþigh to rot, and her bellyto [well : if 
not guilty : ſhe, vpon thedrinking there- 
of, conceiued with child. 1 demand then, 
Whence had the water power to diltin- 
ouiſh betwixt a chaſ},and an -onchaſt Wife? 
how chance itdid notrot the thigh of the 
woman that was not guilty, as well as of 
the other 2 The ſimpleſt may perceiue, ir 

did 
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did not theſe things by any vertue or po- 
wer it had it ſelfe : but becauſe God had 
ordained and appointed it ſo, that it being 
thus vicd, ſhould produce ſuch cfiects. 

And this will giue ſome /jght vnto vs 
in the matter of the Sacrament, ſo much 
controuerted betwixt vs and the Church 
of Rome: from whom, as in diuers other . 
points of Religion ; {o alſo in thy, wee ſut- 
ter ſlander. They would faine bearethe 


World in hand , that we makethe Sacra- 


ments of Chriſt but bare emptie fienes of 

certaine graces, and no more. Buthecrein 

they doe vs great wrong ; For howpbcit 

we fay truely, that they are Signes : yet 

not bare fienes, but* morall inſtruments and " _ 

meanes, by which God doth confer thoſe 5,75 

graces really and truly on vs , which thoſe Pepriſme. . 
nes doe repreſent. So faith the Carte- 

chilme of our Church. Whatdoeſt thou 

meane by this word, Sacrament ? Anl. 1 

meane an outward and wvifible (igne of an in- 

ward and Spirituall grace, giuen onto Vs ; 

ordained by Chriſt kimſelfe, as a meanes 

(or Inſtrument) whereby wee receiue the 


ſame 
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ſame ( Gracc,) and a pledge to aſſure vs 
thereof. 

Indeed, a man would thinke, that a /it- 
zle Bread and Wine conſecrated with ſo- 
lemne benediction, were but poore and 

feeble meanes toconuay vnto vs the Body 
and Blood, and Godbead of Gods ctcrnall 
; Sonne, together with all hs benefits pur- 
chaſcd for vs,(as namely,tofree vs from the 
wrath of God ; fromthe endle(ſſe torments of 
Hell ; from the curſe of the Law; to cloath vs 
with the righteouſneſſe of Chriſt, and to coxn- 
uay Vnto Vs a ſure & firme title to the King- 
dome of Heauen and euerlaſting life) one 
would thinke thu were impoſſible ro be 
performed by a morſell of Conſecrated 
Bread, and a ſup of hallowed Wine. And 
ſoit is, if wee con{ider the things as they 
are in their owne nature. But if we weigh 
with our ſclues, that Chriſt himſelfe, be- 
ing God omnipotent, hath ordained and ap- 
pointed them to this end ; that we,by them, 
ſhall recciue ſuch Benefits , and hath fairh- 
fully promiſed, that He, by them, as by a 
moral inſtrument , will beſtow ſuch vn- 
conceiue- |} 


* 
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conceiucable graces vpon vs : though 
thoſe Graces be not Naturally contai- 
ned #3 the Symboles and outward Elc- 
ments of Bread and Wine them- 
ſelues. Itremaineth, thatwedoe but fit 
and prepare our {clues to recciuethem,and 
ſo to beleeue pudonbredly,thathe isand will 
be as good as hu word in bcſtowing all 
them vpon vs, atthe very inſtant that we 
receiuec the Bread and Wine into our bo- 
dies. As whoſocuer was fitted for it; and 
as God had commanded, did but looke vþ 
to the Serpent, did immediatly recouer his 
bodily health ; Not becauſc a piece of mol- 
ten Braſſe had that powerin it ſelfeto giue 
life (hauing noneintt elfe but becauſe God 
had ordained it to that end ; and did really 
performe what he did promiſe. Let me 
torment your patiencea while longer vpon 
this point. | 
I haue ofren compared thoſe Holy my- 


| fteriesto a Leaſe : which is amorall Inſtru- 


ment. A Gentleman makes, ſcales, deli- 
uers a Leaſe to a Tenant, of a Farme, con- 


taining two or three hundred Acres of 
D Land, 
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Land, lying, butting and bordering thus 
and thus ; vpon condition that the Tenant 
{hall pay him ſo much Rent. The Tenant 
recciues the Leaſe, and hauing it in his 
hand,ſhews it to his Friend,and tels him, 
that he hath there two hundred pounds a 
yeere, three hundred Acres of Land. 

The Parchment and Inkeand Waxe of 
the Leaſe haue not the very Acres of 
Ground, nor Trees,nor Houſes growing, mn 
them ; and yet by that Parchment or Lealc, 
the Tenant- will poſſeſſe ſo-much.- I de- 
mand then, how coinmeth itto paſſe that 
this piece of Parchment, and thele drops of 
Inke (Thr Leaſe) hath power to conuay ſo 
much ground (Really and attually)to mee, 
toa Tenant ? It hathno ground growing 
within it ; whence then hath ir power to 
giuc it tome? Theanſweris ; that rhe Po- 
werithathto performethis, commerh not 
from the Waxe, Inke and Parchment, but 
from the legall Power and Authoritie of 
the Law-maker ; who did decree and or- 
daine, thata Deed, concciued in ſuch and 

ſuch forme of words, ſhould be effefuall 


and 
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and powerfull,to giueto a Tenant real pol- 
{ciſton of ſuch Lands and Houles. | 
So it i511 the Sacrament, cuenasinan 
Indenture ; By it, Chriſt doth giue vs his 
very Body and Blood, his Merits & his righ- 
teouſneſſe;By it he paſſeth ouer to'vs a Deed 
of all the Ioyes of Heauen ; heſeales vn- 
to vs a pardon of all our ſ{innes, and of all 
the puniſhments belonging vnto them : 
Mary , on thy Condition ; that we doc 
zruly pay to him his Rent :' viz. True Re- 
pentance of all our finnes ; True Charitie with 
our Neighbours ; True Faith in his Blood, 
and 4 New ſincere Obedience to Gods Com- 
mandements. When we recciue this, wee 
ſay, This « the Body and Blood of Chriſt : 
heere haue I Remiſfion of all my finnes, 
and the Kingdome of Heauen paſſed ouer 
onto me. Yet that bit of bread hath not 
the Kingdom of Heauen containedinit,nor 
the Body of Chriſt growing init,or conuecr- 
red into it ; neither hath the Wine the 
Blood of Chrilt within it : and yer, by 
That Bread and Wine,the worthy Receiuer 


doth really and truly receiue whole ( briſk,

with all his Graces and benefits mentio- 
ned. Whence haue they this Power. ? In 
their own Nature they hauc it not. Whence 
then can they conuay All this to me? 1 
Anſwer , Thc power which they haue, 
comes frow the Law-giuer (Ieſus Chriſt,) 
who decreed, inſtiruted and ordained, that 
Thoſe Elements of Bread and Wine ( recei- 
ued on theſe conditions ) ſhould bee 
powerfull and eftectuall to deriue yuto 
me ſuch and ſuch Graces. 

- Sothatr, asthe Land groweth not iz the 
Leaſe, yet I doe attually poſſeſſe and mioy it 
with all appurtenances bythe Leaſe (as by 
a Meanes and Inſtrument ordained to e- 
ſtate mc init: ) Sorhe Body aud Blood of 
Chriſt Ieſus are not within the Conſecra- 
ted Bread and Wine ; and yet by them (as 
by a Means or Morall Inſlrument )ordained 
and appointed by God to confer ſuch Graces 


-ppon me, 1 doctake as True and reall pol- 
ſchon of Chriſtand all his merits , as any 


Tenant hath true and firmepoſleflion of 


his Lands. I hope thatT am rightly vn- 


- derſtood, and that the ſimpleſt doe fully 


percciue 
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perceiue how groſſely the Church of Eng- 
land ts belyed ; when they giue outthat we 
makethe Sacraments no more but naked 
and cmpty {ignes. So much for the faCt 
or Hiſtory. | 

I come now to the Myſterie, or tothe 
figure ofthefat: in =«32;, in Sicut ; toge- 
ther with which, ye muſt beintreated to 
takethe Sicalſo : The Ati type with the 
Type, for they relate oneto another, and 
cannot well be conſidered apart. 

Whar then was pointed at and figured 
by this Brazen Serpent ? For, there is no 
queltion but God could haue reſtored 
health, by a thouſand other meanes belides 
this, Wherefore ſome great Myſterie was 
forc-{1gnified; in that his Wiſedome (who 
knoweth all things beſt) made choice of this, 
of the Brazen Serpent, rather then of any 
elſc. For our Sauiour (briſt all along this 
Chapter, had to doe with Nicodemus, who 
was a Phariſce , a great Dottour in Iſrael, 
Toh. 3. 10. and conſequently , well [eene 
inthe Lawes of Moſes ; and therefore, ha- 
uing before told him of his Godhead, verle 

D 3 13. 
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13. heere hee comes to ſhew what his 
Alanhood was to ſuffer. And to make 
him beleeue it the more firmely; heprodu- 
ceth the Figure of the Brazen Serpent. 
For Nicodemu could not but imagine that 
ſome great Mylſterie was fore-fhadowed 
by that faft of Moſes. 

For none ſo {imple, but could vnder- 
ſtand,thata Brazen Serpent hanging on a 
pole, had not init ſelfeany power at all to 
cure the poyſonfull bitings of liuing Scr- 
pents: and that God, who could,by a thou- 
ſand other meanes , haue cured them, did 
vpon Special! and {ingular conſideration 
command that : becaulc he, in it, would 
ſhaddow forth ſome deepe 2Ayſterie that 
was to come. To the cnd therefore that 
our Sawour Chriſt might the better per- 
ſwade his doctrine, by the lifting vp of 
this Serpent , he ſheweth Nicodemus be- 
fore-band of his Paſſion ; That when 7t 


ſhould happen, Ire might not b- ſcandali- 
lized. And (howſocuer it chiefly aime at 
his Paſſion ;) yer,to ſpeake the truth, there 
is not, in all the Old Teltament, any one

In thefecond place,by thi Serpent was 
figured the maner of Chriſt his Incarnation 
and Conception. For this Serpent which 
Moſes lift vp in the Wildernefle, was not 
made of }Vood or Szone,or Iron, ( which 
TT PEStn Op NOR REnD 7 
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may be laboured and wrought' into & 
forme with the Hammer ,Fyle or Chefil)but 
it was made of Braſſe, which commonly 
muſt be molten in the fire, before ir can 
be caſt into ayy.Forme : and the Fire pur- 
geth and cleanſeth it from all droſſc. Se- 
condly , if you goc about to: carue an ]- 
maze of a man,,in wood, or{tone,orTron, 
firlt you faſhion the Head, then the Face, 
then the Neck ; one partafrer another ſuc- 
ceſinely.

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Now the Holy Ghoſt in Scripture (you 
know) is often compared to fire : for as 
Fire purgeth But the droſſe from metals ; 
ſo the Holy Gholt doth cleanſe, purge, 
and ſanftihe that Matter in the Body of the 
Virein, whercof the Body of Chrilt was 
to be framed ; viz. the pure bloud or ſeed 
of the Virgin: For that [eede, cucn of the 
that bleſſed Virgin her {elfe, before it was 
ſanfified by the Holy Spirit , was tainted 
and infeFed with {1nne : But (being once 
purged and ſanctified by rhe Holy Ghoſt) 
afterwards it neucr had, nor ener ſhall haue

21.9. All that went before bim, and they that 
followed after, cryed Hoſanna to the Sonne 
of Dauid : Thatis, they expected Salua- 
tion from Teſus Chriſt, and by him only.

chem againlt thoſe inconneniences, lauc on- 
ly this Scrpent againſt the morrall ſting 
of the fiery Serpents. So we men,although 
we arc obnoxious to a thouſand Milcries, 
bodily, and ghoſtly, ( as to Hunger and 
chirlt, Hear and cold, weakneſle and 1ick- 
neſſe, ſhame and infamic, ſorrow and 
fcarc, &c.) yet we haucno figne giuen vs 
azainſt theſe : becauſcnoneof thele (if we 
be cleare from ſinne) can doe vs any burt,

SVs CHR1sT.) Butagainſ} the Biting of 
rhe Serpent, (thatis) againſt Sinne, God 
gaue vs 4 fiene to looke vpon, viz. His 
Sonne hanging on the Croſſe. Concerning 
whom, old Simeon forc-told his Mother, 
Behold, This Childe ts appointed for a Signe,

13 infefteth. both 
Body and Soule ; and chat,notin oxe or two 
parts, as other diſcaſes doc ; butin every 
part ; in;Reaſon, Will, Memorie, affe&ions 
and all : and that not is oye man alone; 
but in all mankinde,in cucry Man and Wo- 
man deſcended from Adamby common 
courſe of nature. Thirdly, the Biting of 
"theſe Serpents was incurable ; no remedie 

in Naturecould be found to cure it: Ther- 


tore God gauethe Brazen Serpent, not for 


anaturall, but for a Morall means againſt 
1t. Suchis Sinne : All the Balme in Gilead, 
and all the Phificians in the World, no,not 
ſculapius ſelfe with his Serpent ; Nay, all 
che Angels and Saints in Heauen & Earth, 
arc 92 able to cure the infection of one fins.

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Nothing is ablc to take away-the poiſon 
and ſting of that, but only the Death and 
Bloud of the Sonne of God;powred out for 
our health & Saluation vpon the Croſſe. 

Laſtly , Lervs aske the queſtion : For 
whoſe fake was this barmeleſſe Brazen 
Serpent made., and afterwards hung vp 
on -the Pole 2 - was 'it for it - ſelfe ? 

It could reape no profit 
cither by being made, or hung vp in the 
Ayre, expolcd to all weathers and {torms. 
All the benefit redounded to them that 
were ſtung, and could notorherwiſe be 
cured, but by looking vp to it.
